W. T. White laid on the table tne 
main estimates for the fiscal ) oar 
commencing April 1. He also at- 


nounced that it wags hia intention to 
deliver the budget statement on 
Thursday if the proposal was agroe- 
able to the leader of the opposition. 

Sir Wilfrid remarked that Thursday 
Wag a private members’ day. He pro 
posed that if Thursday were taken tbe 
private members should be given Fvi- 
day. To this the government agreed. 

A. K, MacLean, of Halifax, thougit 
it desirable that details of the expen- 
ditures which the government has 
made in connection with the war 
should be forthcoming at an eariy 
date. The house and the count 
should know if the whole of the $50,- 
000,000 had been spent. 

Sir Robert Borden said that ail of 
the extra vote of last session had not 
yet been used. A comprehensive state: 
ment would shortly be submitted to 
the house. 

The debate on the address was not 
disposed of until seven members of 
the house had been heard from, in 
addition to the mover gud the »esond- 
er, and the two leaders, there were 
speeches by Dr, Michael Clarke, Red 
Deer; W. IF’. McLean, Toronto; ani B, 
M, Macdonald, Fictou, N.S. 

The choice of W. Weichel, of Nerth 
Waterloo, a Gervman-Canadian, to 
move the reply proved to be a sicli 
ing feature of the debate. He p 
formed a delicate task with eloquence 
and good tact, referring to the pride 
German-Canadians took jn the gci- 
ence, art, Mterature.and music of 
Germany and thetr sorrow at the yic- 
lations of the neutrality of Belgium 
and the destruction of uvain, 

H. Achim, member for Labelle, in 
seconding the address in French, ex- 
pressed the conviction that ft would

But unfortunately 
this business ls still far outweighed by 
the necessities of the war, The move- 
ment of the German armies on Paris 
which was in progress in August had 
been victoriously repelled but the hor- 
izon still is clouded There is no 
present sign of an early return to 
peace and Kitchener muy have had a 


clear view when he said at the outset 
that the war would be a protracted 
struggle. In view of the immense 


number of men engaged it was per- 
haps not unnatural to hope for a short 
war, This was the view of the kaiser

On the Mezelaborcez-Luto- 
wisko ‘front we captured several 
strongly fortified positions and about 
60 officers, more than 3,500 soldiers
